Yet, 
when fo r so me reaso n y o u delay pay ment to 
him, he “ carries” y o u* fro m that mo ment. U nless 
this happens to o o ften it o nly ties up his capital, 
just like that o f any merchant with to o much 
credit o n the bo o ks and to o little cash in the 
till to pay the who lesaler. This, to o , is part o f 
the training the carrier receiv es. 
Carry ing newspapers is o ne o f the few 
thing s federal laws leav e to y o uths under ag e 
1 8 who want to earn mo ney o f their o wn. A 
paper ro ute is no trail o f ro ses but it pro v ides 
v aluable business training and it do es hav e per­ 
so nal rewards. 
Check almo st any adult and y o u may find 
a fo rmer carrier. He learned that there are bo th 
pleasant and so ur peo ple, sunshine and rain, and 
g entle breezes and co ld winds. But he learned 
also that mo st peo ple are kind and friendly and 
that benefits o f a ro ute ex ceed its disadv antag es.

These Days

In The Time Of Bargaining 


In Janu ary of 1959 .\nastas Mik oyan. K hru shchev's 
“ traveling salesm an,” look ed Senator Hu bert Hu mph­ 
rey in the eye and said, in response lo a qu e.stion abou t 
63.000 H u ngarians who had been tak en from Bu dape.st 
to labor in K azak hstan: “ We ha \e no political prisoners 
in the Soviet Union.” This bland oenial echoed previou s 
statem ents m ade by Khru shchev him self that “ correc­ 
tive” labor cam ps for political offenders had been 
abolished after the dem ise of Stalin, and that only 
“ crim inals” w ere being held in Soviet jails. 
So, when the Rev. W alter M. Ciszek landed the 
other day at Idlewild Airport in New York as one of a 
cou ple of .Americans who had been exchanged for two 
Commu nist spies, he m ade liars of both Nlik oyan and 
K hru shchev. 
By any com pu tation F ather Ciszek re­ 
m ained a political prisoner even du ring the latter years 
of his detention in the Soviet Union when he w as work ­ 
ing a.s a lock .smith. 
M oreover, on his own testim ony 
he had been k ept on at the penal cam p of Norilsk , 
inside the .Arctic Circle, for a period after Stalin's 
death—and this at the very tim e that K hru shchev wa.s 
first protesting that the Stalin cam ps w ere things of 
the past. 


The questio n o f whether it is wo rth-w hile to take 
the wo rd o f any Co mmunist dictato r o r hig h party 
functio nary wo uld hardly be a subject fo r debate 
If it were no t fo r the g ullibility o f certain Ameri­ 
cans who arc quick to ex plain ex amples o f So v iet 
malev o lence as “ accidents.” o r “ o ut-o f-line” zeal 
by irrespo nsible lo wer echelo n o fficials. 
.Adenauer 
knew what he was talking abo ut when he sno rted 
that it was "iio nsense” to think that the recent 
So v iet ro adblo ck o f the co rrido r to West Berlin was 
a lo wer echelo n “ m istake.” 


The tru th, if it were to be pu rsu ed, wou ld certainly 
tu rn u p exam ple after exam ple of continu ing j>olitical 
incarceration and detention in every Iron Cu rtain land, 
.lu st to tak e one instance, there i.s the case of Istvan 
Som. a H u ngarian .schoolteacher who m ay be dying of 
a break down in one of D ictator K adar's jails in Hu n­ 
gary despite the recent news from Bu dapest abou t a 
widespread “ am nesty.” Som was originally jailed in 
1948 for trying to persu ade some i>easants to cu t the 
telephone w ires in order lo .stall off the arrival of So\ iet 
troops du ring a distu rbance which had resu lted in the 
accidental death ot a policeman in the village of Poc- 
spetri 
The accident w as not of Som’s m ak ing, he was 
m erely worrietl. as a b>stander. that his whole village 
wou ld be .slau ghtered by the Ru ssians. 
Released in 1956 by P rem ier Im re Nagy, Som was 
later rearrested and imprisoned by the K adar regim e. 
The Swiss papers have lieen fu ll of requ ests in recent 
week s for the transfer of Som lo a sanitariu m in 
Davos in tim e to save his life. 


Ho w many .American Istv an So ms are there in 
Iro n Curtain ramps, jails and detentio n areas? 
There is no way o f kno wing , but the I'.S. State 
Department o bv io usly do es no t believ e in ruffling 
Khrushchev 's o r .Mao Tse-tung 's feathers in an 
effo rt to find o ut. 
When mo thers o f Ko rean Mar 
priso ners who disappeared into .Manchuria tr> to g et 
answers to their questio ns, they are to ld that they 
had “ better believ e” that their so ns are dead. 


This m ay l>c a gentle way oi trying to let bereaxed 
people down, hu t it is tiercety resented by su ch par­ 
ents as Mrs. Rita Van Mees of New York City when 
the “ writing off" of 4,<iOO u naccou nted-for prisoners is 
accom panied by sales of wheat to Khru shchev. 
As a 
m em ber of an organization called the Fighting Home- 
k lolk s of Fighting Men. Mrs Van \te e s think s that when

Congress Faces Historic Legislative Battle 


WASHINGTON - The battle of 
the decade is on. The way it goes 
in the next 10 week s cou ld m ak e 


the difference next year between 
recession 
and 
prosperity. 
This 
cou ld affect the ou tcom e of the 
1964 Presidential election. 
It’s a battle tha t’s tak ing place 
behind the scenes in Congress, as 
pressu res are coming 
in from 
every side to pass or defeat in 
the 
next 
txvo-and-a-half 
months 
legi.slation which is designed to 
redu ce taxes and revise tax i-u le.s, 
to impose restrictions on cu stom er 
relations in “ pu blic accom m oda­ 
tions” in connection with racial 
discrim ination, to raise the limit 
of the pu blic debt and to act on a 
neglected grou p of appropriation 
bills needed to carry on the fed­ 
eral governm ent it.self — all this 
before the cu rrent .session ends 
in D ecem ber. 


There is no evidence yet that 
anybody is stalling on anything, 
bu t delaying tactics of any k ind 
m ay not be necessary becau se 
there are so m any im portant bills 
piled u p that even the norm al 
am ou nt of lim e spent in hearings 
and debates w ill crowd the calen­ 
d ar and postpone final action on 
some of the m easu res imtil the 
Janu ary session of Congress. 
The 
big 
qu estion 
is: 
tVhich 
m easu res will be delayed u ntil 
Janu ary and which ones will get 
throu gh and become law by the 
end of the year? 


The average citizen isn't fa­ 
m iliar 
with 
the 
technical 
pro­ 
cedu res in Congress that tak e so 
mu ch tim e. Certainly anything as 
im poHant as the new tax bill 
shou ldn’t be considered in haste, 
Lik ewi.« e. the new “ civil rights” 
m easu re is the most im portant in 
this field that has been before 
Congre.ss in more than 100 years. 
The 
“ foreign 
aid” 
program 
is 
highly im portant, too, and can 
have an effect on the international 
situ ation. How mu ch will tie spent 
is related to how big a T reasu ry 
deficit is to l>e incu rred. This 
cou ld in tu rn affect prices or the 
pu rchasing power oi the dollar 
and bring the mu ch-talk ed-abou t 
inflation. 
What will really get throu gh?

A "civil 
rights” bill can be handled nc.xl 
session, and. while Negro leaders 
w ill be disappointed by the delay, 
this u nfavorable attitu de wou ld be 
largely mollified if the legislation 
is enacted next year before the 
Presidential election. 
'The adm inistration doesn't ven­ 
tu re to express a preference t>e- 
tween the tax and “civil rights“ 
bills, for this cou ld antagonize the 
Negro voters.

Su ch a delay 
wou ld have an adverse effect on 


the national economy. Dr. W aller 
W. Heller, chairm an of the P resi­ 
dent’s Cou ncil of Fk onomic Ad- 
vi.scrs, .says the nation m ay tace 
a recession u nless tlie tax cu t 
com es now. He says that. “ Be­ 
yond the first tew m onths ot next 
year, it is not easy to find enou gh 
steam in the economic lioilcr to 
pievent 
back sliding

sion.” 
Dr. Heller is right abou t the 
dou btfu l position of the economy 
if plans for expansion cannot be 
m ade in 1%3 for 1964 operations. 
U ncertainty on how to m ak e plans 
for a year is the worst foe of

Bu siness 
might not have been affected so 
mu ch if there had fieen no talk 
at all of a tax cu t. bu t now many 
things are u p in the air in bu siness 
becau se the new rates will m ak e 
m any a change in plans. 
The 
m ost powertu l argu m ent 


which the adm inistration has for 
the tax cu t is that not only will 
extra fu nds l>e provided tor some 
consu m er sptmding bu t. in addi­ 
tion. there wou ld be fu nds for in­ 
vestment. Thu s, the tax savings 
to persons with incomes of $10,000 
a year or over wou ld give them 
$3.6 
billion 
to spend. 
Bu siness 
wou ld have at least $2 to $2.5 bil­ 
lion more. These su m s are spread 
over two years, bu t they can have 
the eflect of stim u lating the econ­ 
omy. even if only tem porarily. 
Is it worth tak ing the risk of 
holding u p the tax bill by insisting 
on priority for the “civil rights” 
bill, wliich cou ld get all tietl u p 
in a filibu ster? The adm inistration 
privately doesn’t favor su ch a 
gam ble and wou ld prefer to see 
the tax bill passed before the end 
of 1%3, hu t if probably will never 
say so pu blicly tor political rea­ 
sons.

Newspaperboy Day is just one out of 365 in 
which you are the principal figure, designated 
to honor the young independent businessman 
who delivers your paper. 
Yet this is no holiday for him. He has few 
holidays. Whether you seek recreation else­ 
where or remain at home to putter around or 
loaf, you expect your paper to be at the door. 
For this you pay a pittance a copy to a boy 
who bought it for less and retails it to you. You 
don't have to visit his ‘'shop.'’ He comes to your 
house. He doesn t check your credit rating. Yet, 
when for some reason you delay payment to 
him. he “carries” you*from that moment. Unless 
this happens too often it only ties up his capital, 
just like that of any merchant with too much 
credit on the books and too little cash in the 
till to pay the wholesaler. This, too. is part of 
the training the carrier receives. 
Carrying newspapers is one of the few 
things federal laws leave to youths under age 
18 who want to earn money of their own. A 
paper route is no trail of roses but it provides 
valuable business training and it does have per­ 
sonal rewards. 
Check almost any adult and you may find 
a former carrier. He iearned that there are both 
pleasant and sour people, sunshine and rain, and 
gentle breezes and cold winds. But he learned 
also that most people are kind and friendly and 
that benefits of a route exceed its disadvantages. 
He is a busy, energetic young fellow, this 
carrier, and he deserves your appreciation of 
his services.

Congress Faces Historic Legislative Battle 


These Days

In The Time Of Bargaining . 


In January of 1959 A nastas Mikoyan. K hrushchev's 
“ traveling salesm an,” looked Senator H ubert Humph­ 
rey in the eye and said, in response to a question about 
63.000 Hungarians who had been taken from Budapest 
to labor in K azakhstan: “ We have no political prisoners 
in the Soviet Union.” This bland Genial echoed previous 
statem ents m ade by Khrushchev him self that “correc­ 
tive” labor cam ps for political offenders had been 
abolished alter the dem ise of Stalin, and that only 
“ crim inals” w ere being held in Soviet jails. 
So. when the Rev. W alter M. Ciszek landed the 
other day at Idlew ild Airport iii New York as one of a 
couple of .Americans who had been exchanged tor two 
Communist spies, he m ade liars of both Mikoyan and 
Khrushchev. 
By any computation F ath er Ciszek re­ 
m ained a political prisoner even during the latter years 
of his detention in the Soviet Union when he w as work­ 
ing as a locksmith. 
M oreover, on his own testim ony 
he had been kept on at the penal cam p of Norilsk, 
inside the Arctic Circle, for a period after Stalin's 
death—and this at the very time that K hrushchev was 
first protesting that the Stalin cam ps w ere things of 
the past. 


The question of whether it is worth-while to take 
the word of any Com m unist dictator or high party 
functionary would hardly be a subject for debate 
if it were not for the gullibility of certain Am eri­ 
cans who are quick to explain exam ples of Soviet 
m alevolence as ‘•accidents.’’ or ‘‘out-of-line’’ zeal 
by irresponsible lower echelon officials. 
Adenauer 
knew what he w as talking about when he snorted 
that it was “nonsense” to think that the recent 
Soviet roadblock of the corridor to W est Berlin was 
a lower echelon “ m istak e.” 


The truth, if it w ere io be pursued, would certainly 
turn up example after exam ple of continuing political 
incarceration and detention in every Iron Curtain land. 
Just to take one instance, there is the case of Istvan 
Som. a Hungarian schoolteacher who m ay be dying of 
a breakdown in one of D ictator R a d a rs jails in Hun­ 
gary despite the recent news from B udapest about a 
widespread “ am nesty.” Som was originally jailed in 
1948 for trying to persuade some peasants to cut the 
telephone wires in order to stall off the arriv al of Soviet 
troops during a disturbance which had resulted in the 
accidental death of a policeman in the village of Poc- 
spetri. The accident w as not of Som’s m aking: he was 
m erely worried, as a bystander, that his whole village 
would be slaughtered by the Russians. 
Released in 1956 by P rem ier Im re Nagy, Som was 
later rearrested and im prisoned by the H adar regime. 
The Swiss papers have been full of requests in recent 
weeks for the transfer of Som to a sanitarium in 
Davos in tim e to save his life. 


How many .American Istvan Som s are there in 
Iron Curtain cam ps, 
jails and detention 
areas? 
There is no way of knowing, but the U.S. State 
Department obviously does not believe in ruffling 
Khrushchev’s or 
Mao Tse-tung’s feathers in an 
effort to find out. 
When mothers of Korean War 
prisoners who disappeared into M anchuria try to gpt 
answers to their questions, they are told that they 
had “ better believe" that their sons are dead. 


This m ay be a gentle way of trying to let bereaved 
people down, but it is fiercely resented by such par­ 
ents as Mrs. Rita Van Wees ol New York City when 
the “ writing off” of 4.000 unaccounted-for prisoners is 
accom panied by sales of wheat to Khrushchev. 
As a 
m em ber of an organization called the Fighting Horne- 
fcfolks of Fighting Men. Mrs Van Wees thinks that when 
^Secretary of State Rusk talks about the desirability of 
a “ tree flow” of inform ation between Russia and the 
U.S.. it should be understood that som e details about 
“ lost” U.S. cap ti\e troops lie part of the "flow .'’ 
Tito, who is now welcome to visit in W ashington, 
has indicated that his most celebrated political prison­ 
er. Milovan Djilas. author of such eye-opening books 
on Communist society as "The New C lass." will soon 
be released. The way is evidently opening to a “soften­ 
ing" of many of the iron regimes of E astern Europe 
as well as of the Khrushchev regime in Russia. 
But 
this is not the tim e for the United States to soften up 
on its own dem ands lur political paym ent in addition 
to economic paym ent when it trades wheat and con­ 
sum er goods to Iron C urtain countries. The only reason 
the dictators are “ softening" is that they are in dire 
trouble. 
Now 
is the tim e to get som ething that is 
hum anly as well as economically valuable when we 
drive our bargains 
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W ASHINGTON - The battle of 


the decade is on. The way it goes 
in the next IO weeks could m ake 
the difference next year between 
recession 
and 
prosperity. 
This 
could affect the outcom e of the 
1964 Presidential election. 
If s a battle that's taking place 
behind the scenes in Congress, as 
pressures are coming 
in from 
every side to pass or defeat in 
the 
next 
two-and-a-half 
months 
legislation which is designed to 
reduce taxes and revise tax rules, 
to impose restrictions on custom er 
relations in “ public accom m oda­ 
tions" in connection with racial 
discrim ination, to raise the limit 
of the public debt and to act on a 
neglected group of appropriation 
bills needed to carry on the fed­ 
eral governm ent itself — all this 
before the current session ends 
in December. 


There is no evidence yet that 
anybody is stalling on anything, 
but delaying tactics of any kind 
m ay not be necessary because 
there are so m any im portant bills 
piled up that even the norm al 
am ount of time spent in hearings 
and debates will crowd the calen­ 
dar and postpone final action on 
some of the m easures until the 
Jan u ary session of Congress.

question 
is: 
Which 
m easures will be delayed until 
Jan u ary and which ones will get 
through and become law by the 
end of the year? 


The average citizen 
isn’t fa­ 
m iliar 
with 
the 
technical 
pro­ 
cedures in Congress that take so 
much tim e. Certainly anything as 
im portant as the new tax bill 
shouldn’t be considered in haste. 
Likewise, the new “civil rights” 
m easure is the most im portant in 
this field that has been belore 
Congress in more than IOO years. 
The 
“ foreign 
aid” 
program 
is 
highly im portant, too, and can 
have an effect on the international 
situation. How much will be spent 
is related to how big a T reasury 
deficit is to be incurred. This 
could in turn affect prices or the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
and bring the much-talked-about 
inflation. 
What will really get through?

considered by Congress. A “civil 
rights" bill can be handled next 
session, and. while Negro leaders 
will be disappointed by the delay, 
this unfavorable attitude would lie 
largely mollified if the legislation 
is enacted next year before the 
Presidential election.

The youth who was born Asa 
Yoelson in Russia and who sang 
on streets for pennies and later 
in bowery saloons for tips ulti­ 
mately became the highest paid 
star in theatrical history at a 
salary of $15,OW a week. This 
wras during the roaring twenties, 
before he ever faced a movie 
camera. 
“ We were able to show the 
rise of this great showman from 
the age of 15 when he and his 
brother formed a vaudeville act 
and through his preparation for 
the leap to the big time in 1911 
when, only 26. he created a .sen­ 
sation on Broadway.” says Jack 
Haley, 
Jr., who 
produces 
the 
series. 
“Jolson never finished gram m ar 
school and his tutors were baggy 
pants comics, acrobats, chorus 
girls and pitchmen as he watched 
and learned. Actually, as some 
rare film shows, he polished his 
mastery 
of 
the 
tricks 
of the 
trade with the Lew Dockstader 
M instrels.” 
Pushing to the top with drive, 
cockiness and exuberant charm 
(he once took an ad in Variety to 
say: “Everybody likes me; Those 
who don’t are jealous” ) Jolson 
was respected and admired by 
great stars like Valentino, Doug­ 
las Fairbanks and William S. Hart 
who met him on his arrival in 
Los Angeles. 
In 1927, at the peak of his 
career, he left Broadway to take 
a gamble in a new' kind of movie 
—a talkie. In “The Jazz Singer," 
Jolson made history. 
“We found a mountain of great 
material on Jolson,” Haley re­ 
ports. “ With it. we are able to 
tell the story of how this m an’s 
career died, then when he was 
sixty, burst into brilliance again 
when a biographical movie about 
him was m ade.”

this year it starts the no-option 
clause. That m eans they pay me 
for the next four years, whether 
my show is on or not. I t’s pay 
or play.” 
Red would rather play, and 
CBS will undoubtedly keep it 
that way.

In a recent letter to the group, 
the President said such a cam­ 
paign “ will have important econ­ 
omic implications to our Nation.” 
And he asked that all segments of 
industry cooperate in this “ worth­ 
while nationwide project.” 
Money spent on overseas travel 
by American citizens has resulted 
in unfavorable balance of trade. 
Efforts of the United State Trav­ 
el Service to bring foreign tour­ 
ists to this country has helped re­ 
duce the deficits. 
Nevertheless. 
U. S. tourist expenditures abroad 
continued to rise. The result was 
an outflow of SI.4 billion, or two- 
thirds of last year's over-all bal­ 
ance of payments deficit. This 
year the cost is estimated to be 
still greater. The "See the USA” 
drive will encourage Americans 
to travel in this country. The Na­ 
tional Association of Travel Or­ 
ganizations points out that be­ 
cause travel abroad has become 
fashionable, many Americans go 
to Europe without ever having 
seen their own country. 
Gov Tawes said that when he 
approved 
the 
legislation 
which 
created Maryland's Department of 
Economic Development in 1959, 
one of his major objectives was to 
develop Maryland’s tourism poten­ 
tial. The Department’s tourist de­ 
velopment program has been ex­ 
ceptionally 
successful 
in 
doing 
this, the Governor said. He point­ 
ed to the fact that both Ocean 
City and Deep Creek I^ake have 
reported record 
tourist seasons 
this year 
Between April I and 
July I, the Tourist Division of 
the Department of Economic De­ 
velopment handled over 30.000 re­ 
quests for tourist information. The 
agency distributed 284.610 pieces 
of tourist promotional literature 
during the same period. 
The governor pointed out that 
one of the 
major reasons for 
Maryland's participation in the 
New York World's Fair will be 
to make this State better known 
and to attract the many thous­ 
ands of tourists who w ill be going 
to and from the Fair.

Bridge-Tunnel Project 
To Be Completed Soon 


Virginia's 
Chesapeake 
Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel. the East Coast’s 
answer 
to 
California's 
Golden 
Gate, is only eight months away 
from completion. 
Scheduled lo d c opened for t r a f ­ 
fic early in 1964. the bridge-tunnel 
is rising like a sea giant from the 
turbulent waters between the East­ 
ern Shore and Tidewater. 
A 17.6 mile long complex of 
bridges, man-made islands, tun­ 
nels and trestles, the structure un­ 
til recently looked like a giant 
jigsaw puzzle with many of the 
connecting pieces missing. Pas­ 
sengers aboard the Little Creek 
ferries blinked their eyes in dis­ 
belief at the sight of an isolated 
bridge standing in solitary splen­ 
dor in the biddie of the Bay. or 
gazed in wonder at a road that 
suddenly became a dead end live 
miles from shore. 
Now, though, with construction 
more than three-fourths complet­ 
ed. the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel is assuming the contour of 
a modern highway designed to 
conquer the elements. 
Contractors report that all the 
2,580 piles used in the 12.2 miles 
of trestles have been driven into 
the ocean floor. The roadbed on 
9 8 miles of trestles, more than JO 
per cent of the total, has been 
laid. All of the four man-made 
islands which will anchor the tun­ 
nels have been raised to their per­ 
manent height and all 37 tunnel 
sections that will make up the two 
tunnels have been sunk. More than 
one mile of tunnel has been tiled. 
Built at a cost of $140,00,000, the 
Chesapeake 
Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel 
promises to become both a tourist 
attraction and a positive economic 
factor in the emergence of Vir­ 
ginia as a leading industrial and 
commercial state. 
Financed by 
three series revenue bond issues, 
the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tun- 
nel is being constructed entirely 
without recourse to tax funds, but 
it will provide many benefits for 
the entire state, according to Luc­ 
ius J. Kellam. of Belle Haven, Va , 
chairman of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge and Tunnel Commission.
